the farming community, it muat be

We 
do not pretend that the county newspaper 
ia all that it should be, but we believi 
it is all that it can well be when we 
aider the support which it receive., 
reply ia that il it were better it would re- 
ceive more material aupport from 1 
farmera. But suppose the farmer, tb 
■elves try the effect of furni.hing the aup- 
port in advance and aee what the result 
will be upon the newspaper. In many 
counlie. throughout the South and west 
lost effective exponent of right ideas, 
o! proper living, of justice and morality is 
the ccuntv paper, a credit to the man who 
makes it and to the men who aupport it.

In my report of October 10, I8M, I gave 
the general condition of all the Kentucky 
crops, tbe moat of which had been galhei 
ed, and were safe from ordinary disaster. 
wiikat. 

The fall seeding of whent began Scptem- 
ler 10. h, and progressed without interrup- 
tion until completed. Thia aeasou ha! 
been remarkably favorable for the prepa- 
ration of the seed bed. the soil being well 
broken and thoroughly pulverized. Seed- 
ing was delayed II .Home sections for waut 
of moisture. On the list of October w ( 
had a food general rain, and the wheat ii 
now all up and never looked more favor- 
able. The acreage cf I88S ia aboi 
per cent increase over 1888 The only 
hinderance has been the exlraordinary 
amount of weeds and fihh on the ground 
which baa compelled many farmers 
broadcaat inatead of drilling. 

Thia crop ia now safely housed, and 
free from luture danger by reason of 
weather conditions. 

In the Dark tobacco sections of the 
Stale carelul estimates place tbe damage 
by frost on the hill at Hi per cent., with 
considerable damage from barn-freezing. 

In the Hurley counties the damage from 
frost was comparatively littlit, not exceed- 
ing two per cent. The reaaon of this dif- 
ference is the fact that the Hurley matured 
earlier and moat of it had been housed be- 
fore the frost. 

We have been unable to get tbe per 
cenlage of damage by barn frei zing, in 
either section of the Slate, but all tobacco 
hat was green and in open barus at the 
lime of tbe freeze, ia more or leas injured. 
From careful inuuiry the average yield of 
tobacco per acre, in the State In '89, was 
"78 Iba. 

The acreage of Burley tobacco i. about 
) percent, more than the acreage of dark- 
at is, ihe Burley acreage is about (8| per 
int. of tbe '88 acreage and the Dark 
about M| per cent, of B8, making a total 
aggregate in '81 ol 02-1 per cent, ol the '88 
acreage.
